Jump In Theater License

Clclc Vos, a member of the Anti- 
och fire (icpartmcnl for the past 
nineteen years, a past president, and 
assistant chief for the past four 
years, was appointed chief' of the de- 
partment at a meeting of the viilage 
board Tuesday evening. . 

The appointment was made on the 
recommendation of the members of 
the department arjd wiii run for a 
period of one year, the appointment 
running concurrently with the fiscal 
year of the village. 

Chief Vos when contacted today 
said that no immediate changes in 
the operation of the department were 
contemplated, and that any changes 
would be the result of a study of 
the department's operation. He also 
urged extreme care in the use of oil 
ligitls which arc in use during the 
dimout, and said that adequate fire 
protection will be supplied by the 
department for all public meetings 
and social functions which will be 
held while the electric curtailment 
Is in effect. 

Swanson Protests High Fee 

F. B. Swanson, manager of the An- 
tioch Theatre, was present at the 
meeting to protest the raising of the 
theatre license fee from $80 yearly 
to $200. 

He cited license fees throughout 
the region as examples of charges 
which were made, and said that An- 
tioch's fees were higher than liiose 
in effect in Zion, Waukogan, Liber- 
t>T.'JIlc, or any other cities in the re- 
gion and asked that the fee be re- 
duced. No action, was taken by the 
.board in this matter and since the 
ordinance which raised the fee is 
now in effect an(\ a revision of the 
ordinance would be necessary to 
gc the fee. it considered unlike- 
ly that any change will be made. 

Other business conducted at the 
board meeting included payment of 
all outstanding bills and a motion to 
secure the services of E. F. Loren, 
Arlington Heights C. P. A., to audit 
the village books.

Perishable foodstuffs for human 
consumption, medical and hospital 
supplies, and some other commod- 
ities will be excepted from the 
ruling, according to Kufalk, and 
shipment of eggs, baby chicks, 
»tc. will be accepted.

Due to the steady increase in the 
number of rats in Illinois and the 
dif-ficullics some cities are experienc- 
ing in destroying rats, Dr. Roland R. 
Cross, Director of the Illinois De- 
partment of Public Health, Issued a 
general warning this week to increase 
all efforts to exterminate the rodent 
from our State. 

"Not only does the rat cause an ex- 
orbtant economic loss, estimated at 
$2,500,000,000 annually," Dr. Cross 
said, "but the rat carries with him a 
potential source of danger from dis^ 
ease — typhus fever, plague, Jaun- 
dice and rat-bite fever t>eing the most 
prevalent, with typhus the most com- 
mon in the United States. Although 
only a few scattered cases of typhus 
have been reported in Illinois in the 
last few years, the increase in the 
number of rats during the war makes 
the situation potent with danger. 

"Besides these four main rat-borne 
diseases scientists have proven that 
the rat can transmit other diseases to 
man, such as diarrhea, dysentery, 
food poisoning, trichinosis, typhoid 
fever, tularemia, rabies, tape-worm 
and possibly sleeping sickness." 

Dr. Cross recommended a three- 
fold plan of rat control: "Starve 
them out, Build them out, and Kill 
thcm-ofT." To starve them out, spe- 
cial emphasis is placed on correct gar- 
bage disposal, burning it immediate- 
ly or using tight metal containers in 
cities with garbage collection, and 
otherwise keeping food away from 
places where rats could obtain it. 

To build them out, it is possible 
to rat-proof all buildings. Primarily it 
if a matter of closing all openings or 
screening those which cannot be 
closed such as basement windows and 
drain pipes, (using sewer traps, and 
using concrete, brick or metal at the 
base of the building). 
. To kill them off, there are many 
types of rat poisons and rat traps on 
the market, most of which are effec- 
tive provided directions are accurate- 
ly followed. Since most of the rat 
poisons arc also poisonous to children 
and pots, Dr. Cross urged the utmost 
precaution' in their use.

Draw GI Allowance 
For 6-Week Period 



Illinois war veterans who drew GI 
allowance for unemployment In 
March were unemployed and drew re- 
adjustment allowance for a median 
period of six weeks, including th.'ir 
March payments, Slate Director of 
Labor Robert L. Gordon reported to- 
day. 

"Records of 102,630 GI's who wore 
paid readjustment allowance during 
March show that 41 per cent were un- 
employed and were paid readjust- 
ment allowance for periods of one 
week to four weeks each," Director 
Gordon said. "Approximately 50 per 
cent received benefits for one to six 
weeks of unemployment and 75 per 
cent of all the veterans who drew re- 
adjustment allowance in March were 
unemployed for from one week to D 
weeks. 

Local Variations 

"Variations in the median appear- 
ed in different industrial areas," Gor- 
don continued. "Harrisburg topped 
the list with a median of almost 11 
weeks, Woodstock area being lov/ 
with a median of loss than 4 weeks, 
Chicago's .median was 6V2 weeks."

Army Scout Car 

To Be Displayed 

In Waukegan Mon. 

The U. S. Army Recruiting Ser- 
vice will display an Army Scout car 
at G. I. Miller Motors on Genesee 
Street from Monday, May 13 through 
Saturday, May 18. 

This ArmyScout car, known as the 
M3A1 in the Scn-ice, has been used 
in Africa, Europe, and the Pacific 
for Scouting missions and is equip- 
ped with machine guns to ward off 
attack on land and from the air. 

It normally carries a crew of eight 
men and their equipment. It can trav- 
el on normal roads at a high rate of 
fcpeed and also negotiate through dif- 
ficult terrain as It is equipped with 
four wheel drive. 

The Scout car has a specially de- 
signed commercial engine and the 
body is constructed of special armor 
plate (or protection of the crew. 

This vehicle is now on display in 
Rockford, IlUnoiSi and will be 
brought to Waukegan by the local 
Recruiting Station. 



Hardware dealers in and around 
Antioch report a complete sell-out 
of every kind of lighting device dur- 
ing the past -few days. Aptioch tav- 
erns were lighted by candles and 
lamps of various sorts during the 
weekend and Service station opera- 
tors were busy inilalling gasoline 
engines and other devices on gaso- 
line pumps in o^der to avoid being 
closed Sundays and mornings. 

Most organizations and other groups 
with meetings and other entertain- 
ments scheduled have decided to go 
ahead with original plans in the hope 
that the electric shortage will be over 
or that light can be supplied by 
some other means. Investigation bjr 
several groups into the status of fire . 
insurance in places using oil or gas 
for illumination have revealed that 
policy holders are protected, if ade- 
quate precautions arc used in hand- 
ling the lamps or other lighting 
equipment. 

Local industries have all fully 
complied with the restrictions gov- 
erning the use of power and workers 
in most of them will be on the job 
during the first three days of each 
week only, until the shortage is over. 

Most Antioch business houses have 
complied 1007c with the regulation 
which specifics that electric power 
is to be used only between the hours 
of 2 p. m. to 6 p. m. daily except 
Sunday. However, a few seem to think 
that tiie order does not apply to their 
particular establishment, or do not 
care whether it does or not It is ex- 
pected that these few will feel the 
pressure of "crack-downs" before the 
emergency is over. Rumor has it that 
a good many Waukegan business men 
have had their power supply com- 
pletely cut off bee.iusc of misuse un- 
der the Illinois Commerce commis- 
sion ruling. 

Prescription counters in drug 
stores, grocery and fpod stores, dair- 
ies, offices of doctors, transportation 
offices, banks and others places 
which are required by law to remain 
open during certain hours, are all 
allowed to use a minimum amount of 
power to carry on business, as they 
are classed as essential to the public 
health and safely, and it was to con- 
ser\'e power for these uses that the 
order was issued. Any other estab- 
lishments which arc consuming power 
at hours other than those specified 
are "chiseling" and may, if detected, 
face a complete shut-olT of power 
supply. 

Soo Line To Cut Ser\'icc 

In compliance whh a general order 
issued by the office of Defense Trans- 
portation the Soo Line railroad will 
cut passenger train sen'ice in the 
northern zone on Friday, May 10, 
and will make a similar cut in service 
between Antioch and Chicago on tlic 
15th of the month. The order was is- 
sued i.i order to lessen the use of 
caal, according to A. T. Erickson, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the road, and 
will affect reservations previously 
made by passengers, only if the reser- 
vation was made on a train which 
has been cancelled. 

C. V. Koeney, agent for the Soo 
line at Antioch, said today that the 
restricted rail travel would not af- 
fect Antioch ser\'ice, except that 
trains No. 1 and No. 2 will run on al- 
ternate d,-iys, instead of daily. Train 
Xo. 2 (from Minneapolis to Chicago) 
will operate on Monday, Wednesday 
and Fridays, arriving in Antioch at 
7:50 as usual. Train No. I will ar- 
rive in Antioch at 3:20 a. m. on Tues- 
day, Thursday and Saturday, north 
bound. 

Railway Express Limits Shipments 
Keoney also said that beginning 
tomorrow, Railway Express service 
would carry only foodstuffs for hu- 
man consumption, printing paper and 
inks, medical, drug and hospital sup- 
plies, films, caskets, funeral supplies 
and flowers. Shipments of other ma- 
terials cannot be made after Monday, 
May 13. ' • 

Mail Service Will Be Slowed 
Postmaster Roy J. Kufalk said to- 
day that the cut in rail service would 
double time in which mall could be 
gotten out of Antioch, unless train 
No. 17 is certified to carry mail. 
Since trains No, 1 and 2 carry most 
of Antioch's mail, incoming mail wlU 
arrive in Antioch on Tuesday, Thurs- 
day and Saturday only,, unless No. 17 
can be certified to carry mail. Out- 
going mail will fare better than the 
incoming, in that one train will carry 
mail out of Antioch on Monday, T^ies- 
day, Thursday and Saturday, and two 
trains will carry' mall on Wednesday 
and Friday. Kufalk added that a^^

The railroads face an emergency in their revenue 
position. In their recent petition for a general and 
immediate increa.sc in freight rates of twenty-five per 
cent, they warnetl that the combined effect of lower 
volume and change in the composition of the traffic 
will mean a reduction of twenty-three per cent in 1946 
operating revenues, as compared with 1945, In view of 
the adverse effect of each day's delay upon both the 
carriers and the national economy, and the fact that in- 
creased rates cannot bo made retroactive (recent wage 
increases are retroactive to January 1), while shippers 
can be amply protected by awards of reparation, the 
railroads ask that the now rates be permitted to be- 
come effective at the earliest possible date, subject to 
subsequent action by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The question of adequacy of rates is not a prob- 
lem which is the concern of the railroads alone. The 
railroads involve the stability of the "national economy."

If the oation-widc strike of bituminous coal miners continues, it is estimated that our 
supplies of coal for the generation of electricity will be exhausted on May 21. This means 
that the normal electric power supply would cease on May 21 unless the produaion of 
coal is resumed by May 14, because even when the miners return to work, about 7 days 
will be required for coal to reach our generating stations. 

The undersigned presented the facts of this critical situation to the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. Following a hearing,the Commission ordered 
immediate curtailments in the u%n of electricity. These restrictions ore nec- 
essary to prolong electric service for public health and safety and pro- 
tection of property * 

Accordingly, the immediate curtailment of electricity has been ordered: 

"a. for ail such purposes as decorative, or omametttai and flood ligbtingt sign 
iighting, window and show case lightittg, comfort air-conditioning, car heating, 
and interior lighting in excess of minimum requirements,* 

"b. for industrial me except for an aggregate' of 24 hours during the period 
Monday to Friday inclusive . . . ; 

"c, for commercial use except thefour'hour period between 2 P. Af. and 6 P.M. ^ 

of Monday through Saturday inclusive . . .;'' 

The Commisnoo further orders the exemption from curtailment, so far as 
possible, of uses of electricity which are immediately essential to public 
health and saiety ind protection of property. 

Your compliance is vital in this emergency. Everything possible is being done to pro- 
tea and continue the supply of electricity. As soon as deliveries of coal are resumed* 
these rcttrlctions will be relaxed and you will be immediately notified*
